of Joseph Hruby and Mary Vlach of 
Wisner, who died by their own hands in 
the little farmhouse of Mary’s parent’s 
in Cuming County. Mary died first, a 
charge of buckshot from her father’s 
Shotgun reaching her heart. Joseph, 
summoned from Omaha to the funeral, 
killed himself in the room where lay the 
body of his sweetheart. 

This story has just come to the Su- 
preme Court in the appeal of a sult of 
the parents of Joseph Hruby for $2000 
they claim on an insurance policy in the 
‘Woodmen of the World. The beneficiary 
of the policy was Mary Viach, whom he 
had declared to be a cousin, secking in 

' his simple way to hide the romance from 
{ the world. 
His Parents Lose Suit. 

Because he made this misrepresenta- 
tion in his application for membership in 
the Woodmen and because he died by 
bis own hand, payment of the $2000 to 
his parents was successfully resisted in 
the District Court by the fraternal so- 
icty. The parents of Hruby were or- 
‘dered to pay the costs of the suit. 

Joseph Hruby and Mary Vlach had 
been lovers but poverty and ill health 
of Miss Viach prevented the marriage. 
She was already slowly dying when she 
ended it all with the shotgun. When a 
little girl, just arrived in America, Miss 
/Viach stumbled and fractured her knee- 
cap. Joseph Hruby was her playmate 
when the accident happened. She ap- 
parentiy recovered from the injury and 
for several years was as strong as other 
girls and then the withering disease fas- 
‘tened upon her and no earthiy power 
seemed able to cope with it. Three 
times the knife of the surgeon was tried, 
but in vain. Finally the surgeons told 
‘her that the amputation might restore 
her health But she shrank from this 
ordeal, seeking death instead. 

Died Near Sweetheart. 

Joseph Hruby was in Omaha when 
Mary died in Wisner. He was a imusi- 
clan earning a little more than a living 
| and investing his savings in mining 
stock. He received a telegram that Mary 
was dead and hastened back to Wisner. 
He did not know that she had.died by 
her own hand until he was shown the

Tariff Is Blamed for Lower 
Prices Abroad Than at 
Home.

Figures Secured Same Day 
Show Wide Range of 
Favoritism. 





In the present epidemic of high prices 
in America, it will be interesting to the 
average householder to know that if he 
lived in London he could buv the same 
Staples there, cheaper than he can get 
them here at the door of the factory. 
His meat, his shoes, his watch and many 
other things, American made and 
shipped half across the continent and 
acrovs the ocean, would be set down at 
his door at less price. 

This is explained by the workings of 
the protective tariff, which has lately 
ccme in for a considerable denunctia- 
tion as “‘trust fostering.”” The Chicago 
Journal recently secured prices at home 
and abroad on many staple articles on 
the same day. It begins its parallel with 
meats shipped from Omaha, Chicago 
and East St. Louis, and then includes 
steel products from Pittsburg, watches 
from New England, harvesters from 
cities of the Middle West, cereals from 
the great Northwest, shoes from St. 
Louis and Boston and an innumerable 
array of products from all states, which 
‘sell cheaper in London than here. 

Ans to the Meals. 

Here are the prices prevailing in Lon- 
don shops for American meats: 

Beef, trimmed sirloin, 18 cents: prime 
ribs, 16 cents; prime ribs rolled, 14 cents; 
brisket, 7 to 8 cents; round steak, 14 
cents, stock meat, 6 cents. 

On the same day these saine cuts were 
selling in cities of the Middle West at 
the following prices: 

Sirloin trimmed, 18 cents; prime ribs, 
13 to 16 cents; prime ribs rolled, 15 cents; 
brisket, 7 to 9 cents; round steak, 15 
cents; stock meat, 7 to 8 cents, 

London prices on pork were: Loins, 14 
to 15 cents; backs, 8 to 10 cents, and 
spareribs, 10 to 11 cents. 

American prices—Pork: Loins, 14 cents; 
hocks, 10 cents, and spareribs, 10 to 12 
cents. 

Standard American cured bacon sold in 
London for 16 cents, and in America 
from 15 to «v cents. 

London prices—Mutton: Legs, 12 cents; 
loins, 8 to 1l cents; saddles, 10 to 11 
cents; shoulders, $ to 10 cents: necks, 8 
to 19 cents. 

American prices—Mutten: Legs, 12 
cents; loins, 12% to 14 cents; saddles, 
12% cents; shoulders, 12% cents: necks, 
§ cents, 

London retailers boldly proclaim their 
ability to sell American meats cheaper 
than American home prices. 

Grains Are Cheaper. 

Especially remarkable are the com- 
pared quotations on cereals, particular- 
ly oats and barley. Wheat prices are 
but slightly advanced in London; oats 
and barley are surprisingly low. 

In London today a quarter of wheat, 
508 pounds, would cost $10.37, a quarter 
of barley %.02 and a quarter of oats 
“rhe same amounts of these cereals in 
Middle West citles cost: Wheat, $9 31; 
barley, $9.97, and oats, $8.05. 

Steel rails can be bought in London 
in any quantity for. $27.50 a ton. In 
America the price for half a dozen years 
has been $28, and within the last year 
the price of one kind of manufactured 
rail is $29. 

The first quality grade of American- 
made shoes sell in London for $3.87 a 
pair, the second quality at $3.62; wom- 
en’s first quality $3.62, second quality 
$3.12. These are the grades that sell in 
American cities at standard prices of 
$4 to $5 a pair. 

“Shoes Sell at Half Price. 


George Spencer of Treadwell Bros., 
one of London’s largest shoe distributing 
houses, said: ; 

“I have seen the identical American 


shoe which is being sold in London at 
$3.87 marked at $% in New York stores. 
Considering the higher wages in Amer- 
ica I cannot see where the manufacturer 
makes a profit at London prices. If 
there is a profit here then the enormous 
profit there must be in America ex- 
plains why millfonaires in America are 
ae = as blackberries in Eng- 
and.” 

Particularly striking is the showing of 
the watch trade. Waltham watch move- 
ments, stem wind, can be bought in Lon- 
don for $2.50, These are the “ll-jewel 
movements’’ that sell in America for $4. 

One New York jeweler buys all his 
Waltham movements fabroad and can 
sell them at retail in New York cheaper 
than other retailers can buy them at 
wholesale from the manufacturers. He 
does this daily. 

All Kinds of agricultural implements 
show a marked discrimination tn prices 
in favor of the foreigner. Harvesters 
which sell in the London market for $120 
bring $130 in America.

POPE SELECTS A CARDINAL 
AS VATICAN WEATHERMAN 


Former Archbishop of Pisa Takes 
Charge of Recently Fitted 


Observatory. 
ROME, Nov. 16.—Among recent ar- 
rivals in the Curia was Cardinal Maffi, 
Archbishop of Pisa, who is in charge 
of the Vatican astrenomical observa- 
tories. The Cardinal is an expert on 
astronomy and has published  severa] 
books which have been highly praised 
in the scientific world. Because of hig 
knowledge, he Was made head of the 
observatories. 
It is said the Cardinal will resign his 
archdiecese and that he will _ settle 
here permanently in order to be nearer 
his work. The Vatican observatories 
have beea transferred from the top of 
the palace to the tower of Pope Leo IV, 
which the late Pope vsed_as a summer 
house because of its thick walls and its 
consequent coolness. 
A huge iron bridge has been built 
connecting the tower with the Vatican 
Palace, and the dome of the observatery 
is nearly finished.

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IF BRYAN SHOULD DECLINE. 
Mr. Bryan is not a dissembler, at any rate. He 
knows what he wants and he has no hesitation 
in letting others know it. 

_ Ben Butler ran for Governor of-Massachusetts 
so many times that at length the people, made 
familiar with the prospect, embraced him and car- 
ried him in triumph to Beacon Hill. Young Rich- 
ard Yates accomplished the same end in the same 
way in Illinois. | 
It is: to be remembered, however, that these 
tactics do not always succeed. Men have been 
known to increase their popularity amazingly by 
resolutely declining public place. Offices some- 
times seek men, especially when for-any reason 
the men are elusive. 

As the element of humor was left out of Mr. 
Bryan’s makeup, s0 also was that of self-sacri- 
fice. He has never learned the art of self-obliter- 
ation; and the value of withholding one’s self, 
of seeming to have some affair of his own to at- 
tend to and of retiring for a season far from the 
madding crowd’s ignoble strife; he never knew. 
He uses a' good. many words to describe his po- 
sition, but the sum of them all is that, as usual, 
he wants to be a candidate and expects to be.

Things that are 
beyond reach are usually in demand. A solemn 


refusal by Mr. Bryan to be a candidate, fortified 
with many excellent reasons which could easily 
be suggested, might make him the nominee in 
spite of himself. 

Jefferson had to\be urged into the presidency, 
for be publicly held that Sam Adams was the man 
for the place. Two of our military Presidents— 
Taylor and Grant—were rushed into office by en- 
thusiastic supporters who had no open encourage- 
ment from them. 

Silas Wright refused a presidential nomination 
because he favored Van Buren and, if he had 
lived, the honor would almost certainly have 
been thrust upon him later. In 1868 Gov. Sey- 
mour repeatedly declined a nomination and the 
convention named him nevertheless. Garfield, 
pleading for Sherman, was without influence in 
that direction, but Garfield, refusing the honor in 
his own case, received it. 

While it has happened that men who deprecated 
their own availability have been taken at their 
word, the rule has seemed to work the other 
way. Samuel J. Tilden never was stronger with 
the people than in 1880, when he announced that 
his life work was done. 

It may be that Mr. Bryan is reserving this 
grand coup for a campaign fifteen or twenty years 
hence. To awaken some day and discover that a 
man who has been throwing himself at their heads 
for a generation has solemnly and firmly with- 
drawn from public life,-abandoned ambition and 
generously accorded support to another might be 
such a shock to the American people that they 
would insist upon nominating him at least once 
more, just for the novelty of the thing. 
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TAX REFORM IN MISSOURI. 

In the discussion of specific measures for tax 
reform it is essential that the fundamental de- 
fects of our present system should not be over- 
looked. 

It is admitted on all hands that the general 
property tax, which seeks to tax all classes of 
property alike, and to force each citizen to list 
intangible property, the existence of which may 
be known only to himself, has become a deplor- 
able and demoralizing failure. 

Taxation has become unequal because it is in- 
effective, as the honest and scrupulous man pays 
a-greatly increased burden in view of the wide- 
spread evasion. That such a condition of things’ 
is debasing the public morals goes without ques- 
tion. 

It, therefore, properly falls upon those who criti- 
cise the pending Constitutional Amendments sub- 
mitted by the General Assembly, providing for 
the separation of State and local taxation and for 
home rule in local taxation, to show what remedy 
they have to propose for this situation. 

It is doubtless true that any reform is open 
to objections, but they must be considered in the 
light of the’ admitted evils from which we are 
seeking to escape. If we cannot trust the people 
themselves, through their representatives ip each 
locality, to make the business of ne them- 
selves effective, whom can we trust? 

The necessity of adjusting a tax system to com- 
plex modern conditions is illustrated in the ex- 
perience of Missouri and New York in the matter 
of mortgages. Under our general property tax, 
mortgages are required to be listed by the mort- 
gagee or holder of the notes. This tax is all but 
universally evaded through the failure of the 
holders to return them for taxation. 

Missouri attempted to remedy this state of 
things by taxing the mortgage as a separate inter- 
est In the land through a Constitutional Amend- 
ment adopted in 1900. This amendment was de- 
clared invalid by the courts, but, prior to this, it 
had proved so embarrassing to business that the 
declaration of its invalidity was hailed as a re- 
lief. 

New York has found a different and an effect- 
ive remedy by withdrawing mortgages from di- 
rect property valuation and substituting in lieu 
of all other taxes a tax of one-half of one per 
cent of the sum secured on the mortgage, which 
is paid upon the recording of the mortgage. This 
tax cannot be evaded, as the mortgage must be 
recorded. Thus, the occasion and the opportun- 
ity for evasion are both removed, and the result 
is an addition of $4,000,000.00 or $5,000,000.00 to 
public revenues from property, which, before that, 
had practically escaped taxation. 

Missouri cannot adopt this system because of 
the rigidity of the general property tax provisions 
of the Constitution. The result is the loss of the 
revenue to the public and tax evasion and perjury.

DEATHS FROM QRINK UNDER THE LID. 

Is the lid responsible for the fact that more 
men have died from drink in St. Louis during 
the last two years than in the two years pre- 
se hee we hyoae gg sarin 

Deaths directly due to alcoholism have nearly 
doubled since the Sunday closing law was re- 
vived; to be exact, the increase recorded is 41 
per cent. 

Stated differently, more men have died from 





| drink procurable six days of the week than form- 


erly died when it might be had any day. Coin- 
cidence may be the explanation, but known facts 
suggest other explanations which should fairly 
be considered. 

The hedvy increase in deaths from alcoholism 
is coupled with proof of increased consumption 
of beer and whisky since the lid went on. Sat- 
urday night excesses and extra purchases to last 
over Sunday are now facts that must be taken 
into account in explaining ihe increased con- 
sumption. 

Whereas formerly he took no thought of pre- 
paring against a dry Sunday, but indulged in his 
drinks as he felt need or desire for them, the 
unhappy victim of alcoholism has now made it 
his business Saturday night to lay in his liquor 
in bulk for the morrow. Deliberate preparation 
means undue excess. The wretch buys a bottle 
to sustain him over Sunday—and dies drinking 
over-deeply. 

An increase in deaths from alcoholism is a 
mere detail of lid statistics. But if it is indeed 
a result of the lid it possesses an illuminating 
significance extending to the whole workings 
of the unnatural and awkward attempt to regu- 
late personal habits- and interrupt fixed customs 
of the community. 

It shows the result as a whole to be disturb- 
ance and not regulation; to be agitation and 
stimulus instead of suppression. If what men 


} drink and the time when they drink are impor- 


tant, then the effort has merely given an undue 
and unwholesome importance to drinking. Instead 
of controlling them, sumptuary legislation has 
provoked a kind of rebellion of excess among 
them. 
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A CRAZY CORPORATION LAW. 

Missouri’s method of obtaining anti-trust affi- 
davits and other sworn information from corpora- 
tions is as loose a piece of business as the State 
ever undertook, and a sorry reflection on the law- 
making intelligence. 

The statutes provide that the Secretary of State 
shall once a year send blanks to corporations, 
but failure to receive a blank does not excuse the 
corporation from making the return; on the econ- 
trary it is subjected to a suit at the instance 
of the Circuit Attorney for collection of a pen- 
alty. 

The Secretary of State is frequently, if not 
commonly, remiss in’ his duty, and the corpora- 
tions, having depended on him to send _ the 
blanks, are first reminded of their obligation by 
the filing of the Circuit Attorney’s suit. 

On their making the return, the suits are or- 
dinarily dismissed upon payment of costs, $10 
in each case going to the Circuit Attorney. The 
penalty is rarely enforced and the time of the 
courts is occupied with a virtual dead letter. 

The practical result is that corporations are 
needlessly mulcted, in most cases for the State 
Secretary’s failure, and fees that are probably 
illegal are added to the salary office of the Cir- 
cuit Attorney. 

This farcical process should be done aw ‘ay 
with by the next Legislature and a sane law en- 
acted fixing responsibility where it belongs, leav- 
ing no option with the Circuit “Attorney except 
tc prosecute and enforce penalties in the case of 
a corporation refusing to make return, and abol- 
ishing the Circuit Attorney’s fee from the bill of 
costs. 
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TURKEY-IN-THE-STRAW CHAMPIONS. 

That world-rocking evént, the fiddle contest be- 
tween Jim Pack and Jim Saville, for $20 a side 
and the championship of Illinois, was played off 
recently in Alton. 

Jim Pack won it by rendering “Turkey in the 
Straw” with the loose arm movement, and every- 
body is glad that he got the $20. But with all due 
respect to his loose arm prowess, we protest that 
he is not the real Turkey-in-the-Straw champion 
of Illinois, and rever will be.

New Source of Power. 


-. The system of compressing air by falling water, as 


installed in several places in the United States and 
Canada, is claimed to have an efficiency of % to 8 
per cent. The water flows through a large horizontal 
pipe to a vertical one, at the upper end of which is 
the circular loop of an air pipe with a great number 
of fine holes in its lower side, and as the water drops 
past the ring innumerable air bubbles are drawn 
along and compressed. At the pottom the water 
turns suddenly and comes to rest in a reservoir, into 
which the air rises under pressure. The compressed 
air can be drawn off as desired, and when the reser- 
voir is full any excess passes away automatically 
with the water carried to the surface in an outflow 
pipe. The difference of a few feet in the lever of 
the inflow and outflow pipes gives a rapid flew of wa- 
ter, while the amount of compression depends entirely 
on the depth of the hole.

Germany’s Way With Forests. 

Nearly 50,000 square miles of German Soil, repre- 
senting about one-fourth of Germany, have been 
adapted to foresting, and the value of the wood 
gained therefrom is estimated at $60,000,000 per year. 
The German method of preserving the forests ought 
to be an example for the United States. By reason 
of its sensible laws that country probably has the 
most perfect regions of forests in the world. Prac- 
tically every tree is guarded as a nation guards hu- 
man life, and a heavy penalty is imposed on those 
who wantonly despoil them. Trees under a certain 
age or size are exempt from the woodman’s ax, and 
only the older and more mature trees are allowed to 
be cut into lumber. Only the defective trunks, and 
the small branches are used for fuel, and every chip 
and twig is carefully garnered for kindling. 

As a result of this, Germany has lumber and wood 
fuel in abundance and to sell to other countries, 
while, for instance, Italy, which permitted the cutting 
away of her timber indiscriminately, is practically de- 
nuded of lumber-yielding regions. 








A Desert - Reclaimed. 

Two years ago a great, dry and barren plain, larger 
than the whole State of Massachusetts, lay between 
the Rio Grande and the Neuces River. It had 4000 
white inhabitants, mostly cattle raisers, and its pas- 
turage was so scant that it required 10 acres to raise 
one steer. 

They bored for water and they found it—in gushers 
that poured out 1000 gallons a minute and made iakes 
among the cacti and the mesquite. Within one year 
B. F. Yoakum, the man they call the maker of the 
Southwest, had shot 189 miles of railroad from his 
Frisco System across the erstwhile desert, a score 
of towns had come into existence and the region had 
become the winter vegetable garden of the country. 

Today, -says the National Magazine, at least 60,000 
of its acres are growing lettuce, tomatoes, cauliflow- 
er, onions and strawberries for the winter markets 
of the North, and the 10 acres that two years ago 
would feed but one steer willinot produce from $3000 
to $7000 in crops.

TRAVELING AS ROYALTY DOES. 

The Secretary of War, touring earth, leaves 
one of our Oriental dependenries for an Asiatic 
port in an Admiral’s flagship, escorted by two 
cruisers. 

Forty years ago there was an old ship in the 
navy which was used occasionally by Gen. Grant 
and his Cabinet for brief outings on the Potomac 
and along the North Atlantic coast. So much was 
said about it in and out of Congress that the 
practice was abandoned as the easiest way to set 
a scandal at rest. Now we have a first-class sea- 
going war vessel which is officially designated 
“the President’s yacht.” 

It is only in recent years that Presidents have 
traveled much. By remaining at their posts they 
deprived the people of many “shows” and much 
excitement, but they also avoided complications 
with railroad companies. Some of our presidents 
have accepted favors from the transportation 
lines which in these days would be looked upon 
as highly improper. 

To guard against this sort of thing and at the 
same time to provide an easy method for presi- 
dential traveling in state, Congress recently ap- 
propriated $25,000 for executive expenses of that 
character. The presumption is, therefore, that 
Mr. Roosevelt is no longer under obligations to 
the railways:

The ministers of East St. Louis went 
to law and lost their Exhibit A, which 
they had expected to proudly show to- 
day to the delegates who are assem- 
bling for the State convention of the 
Anti-Saloon League. This exhibit was 
a copper riveted “‘lid,”’ but at the last 
minute it blew up and went sailing 
away into space, perhaps never to re- 
turn. 

Judge Moyers, in handing down the 
decision yesterday, said that the main 
trouble was that the ministers asked 
too much. Their request was for a 
mandamus writ to compel Mayor Cook 
to enforce Sunday closing of saloons. 

“Ii 1 granted this mandamus,” he 
said, “it would mean that the adminis- 
trative officers of the city would be 
robbed of their vested powers, and that 
the enforcement of the laws would be 
placed in the hands of this court. Man- 
ifestly it was not intended that the jup 
diciary should encroach on the powers 
of the executive branch of the govern- 
ment. 

“I shall have to deny the application 
for a mandamus and assess the costs 
against the relators.”’ 

Which means that the ministers who 
filed the petition will be out about $60, 
the court costs in the case. They also 
were required to give an appeal bond 
of $200 in consideration. of which they 
will be permitted to file formal notice 
of appeal not later than Jan. 1.

SANTA CRUZ, Cal., Nov. 16.—-Maj. 
Frank McLaughlin, prominent politician 
and capitalist, today shot his daughter, 
Agnes, in the temple, the bullet coming 
out on the other side of her head. Soo: 
afterward he committed suicide. 

The girl is still alive, but unconscious. 
No hope is entertained for her recov- 
ery. 

After the shooting Maj. McLaughlin 
telephoned to former Lieut. Gov. Jeter 
to come dowu immediately to his house, 
saying: : 
“I have killed my daughter, 
and I intend to kill myself.’’ 
He told Mr. Jeter to bring a doctor. 
Mr. Jeter and a friend jumped into a 
buggy and drove to Maj. McLaughlin’s 
house, where they arrived in time to see 
him breathing his last. He had taken 
prussic acid. 

In the rooms near where the body was 
found a number of letters were discov- 
ered, addressed to different persons. 
One o¢ them was addressed to McFher- 
son & Waldron, proprietors of the San- 
ta Cruz Sentinel, which read: 

‘‘Dear Friends: Please treat my mem- 
ory as kindly as you can. During my 
life I did much good and but little 
evil.”’

Courthouse for Roosevelt. 

Courthouse clerks are natural born 
voters.

If the Court- 
house vote were -all that there is to 
it, Roosevelt would be nominated 
again. The clerks are for him by a 
vlear majority. 

Taft is not without friends there.

The temporary injunction against Ot- 
tofy, his wife, Sarah, and the Banner 
Iron Works was issued yesterday by 
Judge Sale after Building Commission- 
er Smith had told Claude Vrooman, the 
owner of the apartment house, that Ot- 
tofy did not have to take out a permit 
to put up the fence. 

Ottofy says that he objects to the 24 
windows on the west side of the apart- 
ment house overlooking his property. 

‘“T am not building a spite fence,”’ he 
says. ‘“‘I merely want to put up a bar- 
rier which will protect the occupants of 
rhe Clemens from being visible to my 
family. We do not care to keep our 
own windows closed and we do not like 
the view when their windows are open. 

“A short time after the injunction 
was granted today a real estate agent 
called me up and asked me if my house 
is for sale. I told him that it isn’t. I 
weuldn’t take $50,000 for it now. I am 
going to see this thing out. 

“IT have lived here 15 years and I do 
not see why I should permit myself to 
be run out of my home.”

When the Clemens was built a year 
ago Ottofy obtained an injunction re- 
straining Vrooman from erecting the 
tulilding on the sidewalk line.

Feature of Inaugural Address 


Was Caustic Rebuke of 
the President. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


GUTHRIE, Ok., Nov. 16.—Oklahoma 
«became a State today and the first State 
officials were sworn into office while a 
crowd of fully 30,000 people, good na- 
tured aud happy, lookeé on. Nothing 
exciting happened to mar the event and 
nothing was lacking excepting the re- 
tiring Goveruor of the Territory, Frank 
Frantz, who absolutely refused to par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies. This action 
by Gov. Frantz caused much embar- 
rassment ip the final arrangements. The 
admission of the new State was marked 
by jubilation throughout the two former 


territcries. 


Charles H. Filson, the recent Acting 
Governor, was the only one of the terri- 


torial officials to take part. 


When Gov. Frantz, as Commander of 
the Oklahoma National Guard, refused 
to participate, Adjutant-General Niles 
felt that he could not go. ahead and car- 
ry out bis duties as marshal of the day 
and Col. R. V. Hoffman acted in his 


. stead. 


Gov. Charles N. Haskeli’s inaugural 
addfess was extremely radical. He de- 
nounced “the combinations that have 
fattened by unrestricted robbery of our 
people,” declared in tavor of prison sen- 
tences for offending corporation offi- 
cials, ‘and announced that the liquor 
prohibition law would be rigidly en- 


foreed. 


The Governor's first act was to order 
the County Attorney at Bartelsville to 
take steps to prevent the Standard Oil 
Co. from completing a natural gas pipe- 
line across the border to Kansas, it be- 
ing the pelicy of Oklahoma to prevent 


the exportation of sas: * 

There being a legal question as to the 
hour when probibiti took effect, 
whether at noon or midnight, Gov. Has- 
kell ordered that saloons be permitted 
to remain oven until mfanight. 

The Governor also criticized President 
Roosevelt in the following language: 

“Weare not assembled here to wor- 
ship the public officer who ultimately 
conceded us our rights,/ particularly 
when we reflect that long ago, from 
every standpoint of population, wealth 
and intelligence, this area was entitled 
to all the blessings and privileges of 
statehood; and now to thank the public 
officers in over-gracious terms who 
have finally performed a long and un- 
justiy deferred duty Would be -in the 
nature ef hugging the feet of a dilatory 
debtor who finally pays his just in- 
debtedness. 

Denounces Centralization. 

"It is with regret that we notice a 
disposition on the part of some high 
in authority to look upon the Con- 
stitution of the United States itself as 
ever a little thing, to be used when it 
meets the wish of its exccutor and to 
be construed and bended when at var- 
iance with his will. There is no more 
dangerous practice to be tolerated in 
any public officer, I care not whether 
he bend it for a good purpose or for 
a bad purpose, than t» assume the right 
to construe the Constitution fram time 
to time to mect his own desires. 

“Those anxious to centralize power 
in the Federal Government must blush 
when they review the conditions un- 
der which we have lived for years. Our 
freight rates are double those in the ad- 
joining states. The Lumber Trust, the 
Coal Trust and other Jike combinations 
have fattened by unrestrictea’ robbeay 
of our people, If Federal control is 
such a good thing in a State, why has it 
proven so utterly inefficient in a Terri- 
tory?” .

According to accounts sent here, it 
must have been a pitiful sight when the 
shrinking child was put through. his 
performances. Arrayed in cumbersome 
robes of state, wholly new te him, he 
was led at 9 a. m. to an altar erected 
in the palace, on ‘which were placed 
the ivory and jade emblems of royalty, 
and there he was made to pray to the 
‘spirits of his ‘‘royal ancestors.”’ 

The chief event of the day was at 5 
p. m. It rained furiously, but the boy 
was put in a sedan chair and carried 
from his private apartments in a great} 
and gaudy precession, gongs crashing, 
fifes s¢reaming, through vast crowds 
and finally -to.the throne room. 

Duy-Tan walked to the threshold and 
the splendor .must have appalled him. 
Trembling, surprised, furtively looking 
around, as if he knew not what peril 
threatened him or what sport was be- 
ing made of him, tightly grasping an 
ivory baton given him for a scepter, 
he was led by the master of ceremonies 
and the chief of the eunuchs to the 
steps of the throne. On the top step 
he struck, as he had been taught, a 
priestly pose, fer he was now the head 
of the church in his realm as well as 
sovereign—in name. He looked lost in 
the stiff folds of his rayal robe of gold 
brocade, studded with precious stones, 
a costume far too big and heavy for 
his boyish figure. 

Greeted French Representative. 

Amid fanfares of trimpets and thun- 
dering of cannon, Governor-General 
Beau, tall, stately, gorgeously arrayed, 
approached the throne at the head of a 
procession of notabilities. The midzet 
King gravely extended his hand to them 
and then recited a short discourse 
which had been written for him by ‘he 
Board of Regents. 

Then began a ceremony peculiarly 
Annamese. Princes and mandarins in 
court robes advanced along the espla- 
nade to the entrance to the hall, where 
the King stood with the rigidity of an 
idol. 

At a signal the white-bearded min- 
isters of state formed in front of the 
steps and chanted vows of loyalty. Five 
times, with the precision of soidiers and 
in the midst of great religious excite- 
ment, they prostrated themselves on 
the stone flagging, still wet from the 
heavy rain, regardless of their superb 
silk robes, garnished with priceless or- 
naments. 

About 6 p. m. the ceremony ended, the 
King and his suite, the French officia!s, 
the mandarins, their satellites, the mu- 
si@ians, the bearers of emblems disap- 
peared and the palace relapsed inte its 
accustomed calm.

timates call her, despondent. 

“Nora had undergone three operations 
and she felt that was compelled 
to face another,’' said Miss Helen 
French. ‘‘My sister and I lived tezeth- 
er in a bungelow up to a few weeks, 
When the opportunity came to her to 
Visit Mr. and Mrs. Sterling at Car- 
mel-by-the-Sea. They have long been 
friends of ours, and Nora thought asso- 
ciation with them would be very advan- 
tageous to her in her literary aspira- 
tions. Mr. Sterling was kind-enough to 
help her in eyery way in his power. 

“When she went to the Sterling hom> 
I came back to Los Angeles, which we 
have always considered our home. Nora 
had been ill for several years. She was 
despondent because of her cecndition.

went out into the dark alone.” 


“Killed by Poetry.

horsethieves and territorial lidlifters. 


The ex-bankers are the aristocrats of 
the prison life, mest of them being edu- 
cated men of refined tastes and accus- 


tomed to polite society. But now they 


are shorn of the side-whiskers and other 


distinguishing marks of respectability 
by which they were identified in the old 
days before high finance sent them be- 
-hind the bars. 

They wear the prison uniform, they 
walk lockstep in the convict march, 
they eat prison fare, they are liable to 
be hustled into the dungeon if they be- 
come refractory. 

Bankers Are Model Prisoners. 

But the 21 ex-bankers are not refrac- 
tory. They are model prisoners, every 
one of them. Most of the colony have 
attained the honor of being made “trus- 
ties’ and their work is clerical in its 
nature, They keep the prison books, 
check up the prison laundry and other- 
wise look after the records of the insti- 
tution. 

One long row of cells is known as 
“Bankers’ Row.’ It is. on the second 
floor of the prison, where the Deputy 
Warden has his office. Many. of the 
bankers occupy cells in that row, but 
the same rules about locking up, lights 
out, and hours of rising, prevail there 
as elsewhere in the Penitentiary. 

‘ne ex-bankers are not required to eat 
with the mechanics and other convicts 
who do manual labor. But that is not 
because of any sympathy with the more 
effete tastes of the ex-men-of-money. 
They might get their clothes dirty sit- 
ting by laborers and dirty clothes would 
soli the books on which the bankers 
work.

The Penitentiary is a very democratic 
piace, but, nevertheless, the bankers 
are recognized as the ‘upper crust” of 
the inmates.

OAKLAND, Cal., Nov. -16—When 
the stun gets up high ,phougty to dis- 
pel the fog that rollg*in from the Pa- 
cific almost nightly -at this time of 
year, horsemen. gather in groups on 
the steps in front of the grandstand 
at .the Emeryvilte racetrack and 
“talk horse’’—past, present‘or future. 
The subject of horses that will not 
work satisfactorily came up fér dis- 
cussion, and J. O. Keene told the fol- 
lowing story: 

“T remember a horse that 
scared into working fast, and more 
than that the scare was thrown into 
him so strongly he ran a race far 
above his form. Ii won't mention the 
man’s name because he used an elec- 
tric battery tod seare this horse into 
showing its speed in the morning, 
and folks might get the idea he used 


was 


it when he raced the horse; though 
he did not. 
“It was at the heginning of the 


Chicago season four or five years ago, 
and he had a horse at Roby that he 
felt convinced had a good deal more 
speed than ne could get out of it 
One day he conceived the idea of 
waking up that horse with a battery. 
Having procured the proper’ contri- 
vance: he took it into the horse’s stall, 
fixed it on the horse in some way, and 
turned on the current. It scared that 
horse so it tried to climb through a 
small window at the back of the stall. 
Then he saddled the horse, rigged up 
the battery on an exercise boy, and 
told him to break the horse at the 
head of the back stretch and after 
running an eighth to dig in his heels 
and let the horse get it good. Say, 
it pretty nearly made that horse run 
out of his hide, and he worked the 
last five furlongs in 1:00% over that 
sandy trac. 
Came Right Back Again. 

“A few mornings later he repeated 
the dose, the horse again running like 
a scared wolf. When the Worth meet- 
ing began he entered the horse in a 
sprint race against Burnie Bunton, 
Vulcain, Money Muss, &nd a lot of the 
cleanest sprinters around Chicago. He 
didn't use the battery,in the race. On 
the square, he didn’t. And he did 
not expect his horse to win. But it 
was a long price, and he played it to 
show. Well, that horse hadn't for- 
gotten the electric shocks received in 
his last two work-outs. He broke 
flying and ran like a scared ghost, 
and as he was lightly weighted the 
cracks never caught him. He won by 
a length, and the boy could not pull 
him up until. he was half way down 
the back stretch again. Hie never 
showed that form again, but he ran 
some pretty fair races afterwards.” 

The “Jungle Horses.” 

“Jungle horses,’’ is a new term coined 
dy the easterners now racing here. They 
apply it to horses that have been run- 
ning at what they contemptuously term 
the bush meetings in the northwest— 
Seattle, Butte, ete. The easterners won't 
admit these “jungle horses’’ have any 
class, but the fact remains that some of 
them have run unpleasantly fast and 
u'Feady have spoiled a few sweet coups 
that had been well planned. Many of 
these ‘“‘jungle horses’’ are richly bred, 
but at that the easterners can’t “‘see’’ 
them. Pajarolia, Jack Nunnally and 
May lL. N. are three very fast ones from 
the northwestern circuit. The first-nam- 
ed is by ‘“‘Lucky’’ Baldwin’s Reydel 
Sierras; and Jack Nunnally is by David 
Tenny—Lillie W. and therefore is well 
enough bred to race anywhere. But, 
never having raced east of the Missouri 
river, they are ‘‘Jungle horses” just the 
same in the estimation of Jimmy LBiute, 
Sam Hildreth, Jack Bennett, Emil Herz, 
Goldsborough, Dec Rowell and the rest 


of the bunch from classic Sheepshead 
EBay. 

Jack Nunnally is the king-pin of the 
‘jungle horses.’’ few months , ago 
he was a maiden three-year-old and 


never had raced. He has run seven rac- 
es, Winning five, ‘‘and you can throw 
out his two others,’ says a smart guy 
that backed this horse every time it 
ran up north. - The New York crowd is 
still very sore over Jack Nunnally’s nose 
defeat of the high4Hass- Montgomery. 
Of course the f er had an idvantage 
of fourteen pounds, but in spite of that 
his victory in @ wtake‘racg still rankies. 
As a matter of. fact, thigANunnally horse 
is good enough to winganywhere if well 
placed. = 
Kicking ‘at Porses, 
Horsemen ware kicking at the par- 
simonious policysot the California Jockey 
Club in the matter of purses, claiming 
there are altogether too many of only 
400 value.

Has Money. 
He has made

McGraw is a rich man. 
money in baseball and he has made 
money on the race track. He is not 
close nor stingy, nor is he reckless with 
his coin, and he has always ‘lived well 
but very far inside his earnings. 
In baseball he has few friends. He is 
hated by the men who work under him 


and by the players on other teams, and 
he has probably been sent from the field 
during a game oftener than any other 
man in baseball, so that he is not popu- 
lar with the wmpires. He jis called a 
rowdy by the fans and rather glories in 
the appellation. 

His attempt to wreck the American 
I.cague by destroying the Baltimore club 
in the midcle of the season of 1902 turn- 
ed every fair minded man in the Nation- 
al League against him. The American 
League magnates looked upon him as 
» traitor and branded him as such. 

One of his strongest friends has heen 
John T. Brush president and nominal 
owner of the New York Giants.

When McGraw put the Giants on 
top Brush thought him the greatest 
man in the baseball world, and Mc- 
Graw ruled the team and the club 
and the corporation owning it with a 
rod cf irony Whatever he said went 
with Brush. Brush didn’t object to 
the \manager playing the races then 
and in fact they played them togeth- 
er many a day. 

When McGraw was winning the 
New York fans liked him, too, but 
now that he has lost fer two years 
they have begun to see his bad side 
and demand his retirement. 

But McGraw is a good .manager. 
There is no gwetting around that. He 
can get more ball playing out of his 
men than any other manager, and 
when his team loses it is simply be- 
cause they haven’t got the ‘stuff’ in 
them to win. 

In his desire to play the races last 


spring McGraw took the team out to 
Los Angeles, where the races were 
running. That the weather was bad 
there at that time made no difference 
to him and the team suffered. Mc- 
Graw got his bets down with great 
regularity, however, and with great 
suceess. That was where he was a 
bad baseball manager, but he was 
making big money for himself and he

Few St. Louisans realize that locally 
the gridiron game of American Rugby 
football is close to celebrating its twen- 
tieth anniversary. It was in 1888 that 
the game had its inception here in St. 
Louis and in 1908 it will have run two 
decades of its local career. 

To Arthur Tuttlé&® son of the Episco- 
pal Bishon of. Missouri, belongs. the 
unique distinction of having brought the 
game to St. Louis. Tuttle had ‘“‘prepped”’ 
for college at St. Paul’s in the East, 
and it was there that he became famil- 
jar with the sport and accordingly, 
when he entered Washington University 
in ‘88, he carried with him a great en- 
thusiasm for the new game, 

Prof. Ranken, a Harvard man, was 
then on the Washington University fac- 
ulty. and besides being a _ dignified 
“prof.”’ was also a keen supporter of 
athletics. He had also learned the new 
football game in his college days’ and 
when Tuttle started a movement to in- 
troduce the new sport in the university 
he was ably assisted by Prof. Ranken. 
The fall of ’S88 witnessed the first gath- 
ering together of ghe novitiates to take

The boys took. readily to the sport and

In this way 
the St. Louis team was really in ad- 
vance of anything in the Southwest. 

The State Univers! was the first 
team the Myrtle and Maroon eleven met 
and the occasion was.a signal and de- 
cisive win for Washington by a _ top- 
heavy score. In 1889, 1890 and 1891 Wash- 
ington met Missour!, Vanderbilt, Iowa 
and Kansas and never Jost a game dur- 
ing the three years, Its record rivaled 
that of the prc :nt St. Louis U.

Washington continued its splendid 
record on up untfl 1900, while St. Louis 
UL. gradually dropped backward, and it 
was not until 1902 that it again assumed 
an important place in the local football 
world. In 1904 it began to dominate 
and while Washington had had credit- 
able elevens, really its pupil, St. Louis 
U. has surpassed it and today jis the 
leading team of St. Louis.

ONSTANCE CRAWLEY and her 
E: company should.be decorated for 
valor on the field of battle be- 
cause of playing ‘‘Pelleas and Mili- 
sinde” at the Odeon last night. . 
li must have required a great deal 
of courage for Maeterlinck to write so 
exquisite and poignant a poetic tragedy 
in this age. It demands infinitely more 
pluck to play it. 

lor, in its spirit beautiful, in its form 
it is so daringly unlike all other plays 
that it seems intentionally to court ca- 
lamity. The curtain goes down every 
few minutes on one of its six acts or 
twelve scenes. It is as if the play were 
set in cantos, like a poem, with 9 cur- 
tain fall at the close of each canto. You 
have neyer seen anything quite like it. 

And, between the fall and rise of 
each curtain, a little orchestra, com- 
posed of the centra-bass player and the 
harpist of the Symphony Society, with 
the director of the German orchestra 
as pianist, played wistful music that 
was in itself almost an invitation to 
disaster, so uncommon was it and so 
audacious in its divergence from the 
conventional. 

Snickers and giggles accompanied the 
close of many of the play’s scenes—their 
lines and the thought underlying them 
being so finely exquisite, so pure in 
their imagining and so uncommercial, 
as to constitute well-nigh an unpar- 
donable affront to this century. 

But these snickers and giggles did not 
mark the close of all the scenes of the 
play. 

Suddenly—and it was like an illumina- 
tion—the audience began to feel the 
‘“‘grip’’ of the beauty, the  pitifulness 
and the tragedy of the sinful love of 
l’elleas and Melisande—it was like chil- 


dren sinning, so innocent they were. 
For, though it was a sinful love, in- 


asmuch as it is a sin for a brother ta 
love his brother’s wife and for the wife 
to return that love, it was not a guilty 
love, “Right here it is that’Maeterlinck 
the Belgian strikes what seems to me 
the most heartbreaking note of tragedy 
that has been sounded since Othello slew 
Desdemona. 

Pelleas dies, at the hands of-his broth- 
er, "Goland, and Melisande follows him 
to the grave, crying, as she expires with 
arms outstretched toward her new-born 
daughter: ‘‘How I pity her! Oh, how I 
pity her!’""—and yet they had not sinned 
beyond the loving. 

The death both was as the death 
of children suffering for a childlike sin. 
You can’t get away from this feeling, to

The grip of the play began when Meli- 
sande lost, in the charmed “spring of 
the blind’ in the castle grounds of Alle- 
monde, the wedding ring placed upon 
her finger by her husband.

Prices Sell Down From Early Ad- 
vances, but Still Show 
Gains. 


LATE MARKETS VERY DULL 








Corn Depressed by Cold, Clear 
Weather—Movement Con- 
tinues Moderate. 





On the last few days of the past week 
the local wheat market was a very dull 
afiair, there being no developments in 
the news, and prices sold down from the 
advances made earlier. The market was 
a broad and active affair early in the 
week, trading being on a large scale and 
values were Well supported by liberal 
short covering and an extensive general 
demand, There were occasional setbacks, 
heing caused mainly by long profit-tak- 
ing sales, zut the market on the first 
few days was strong and the tendency 
upward. Late prices sagged steaHily, 
hut the close still showed gains of 2%e 
t. 3%c for the week. 

Wheat Movement Still Small. 


The tight money market was still a 
dominant factor, but there was renewed 
confidence among the bulls, who were 
encouraged by the ‘relatively steady 
stand prices have recently made in the 
face of the bugbear of inadequate funds 
for the movement Of the crop. Finan- 
cial conditions, too, were practically the 
only features that acted against the up- 
ward movement of prices, as most of 
the news was bullish. There were few 
selcchaiiaieiaaes’ in the news, but the fea- 
tures received more attention, and a 
confident tone was general.

~ Politician With Long Record Still 
Interested in Public Affairs 
at 90. 


- NEWCASTLE, Ind., Nov. 16.—Martin 
lL. Bundy, known as “Newcastle's 
Grand Old Man,” celebrated the nine- 
tleth anniversary of his birth here by 
recelving all his friends at the old 
Bundy mansion, on South Main street. 

Col. Bundy, when in his teens, car- 
ried the mail overland between Center- 
ville and Noblesville. via Newcastle, 
receiving $ per month and board. La- 
ter he practiced law and was elected to 
various county offices. In i848 he was 
a delegate to the Philadelphia conven- 
tlon which nominated Zachary Taylor 
for the presidency. The same year he 
Was sent to the Legislature by Henry 
County. 

In 1856 he was again chosen 
to the Philadelphia convention, 
ly suppertirg John C. Fremont. 
alternate in the Chicago convention 
1860 which nominated Lincoln. 

In August, 1861, Bundy was appointed 
Paymaster in the army by President 
Lincoln. In 1864 he organized the first 
national bank of this city, and was 
later appoirtcd National Bank Exam- 
iner for Alabama and Tennessee. 

Mr. Bundy never uses glasses, fre- 
quently makes long journeys to the 
South and is a keen observer of all na- 
tional, State and county political situa- 
tions.

Moderate receipts of 19,000 cattle last 
week failed to bring any improvement 
to the dull condition of the market 
noted in previous issues. Values 
slumped from the start of the Week and 
kinds that escaped were very few. How- 
ever, it has been an erratic loss, some 
qualities noting more than others. Taken 
all the way through, present priees are 
by far the lowest of the season. <Au- 
thoritics all agree that the financial 
difficulties have so affected the trade 
that present low prices are expected to 
prevail for some time. It was consid- 
ered advisable by the trade the two 
previous weeks to curtail shipments, 
but the best thing that is looked upon 
at present is to let the cattle that are 
ready come in, and then pay particular 
attention to country transactions and 
buy all cattle on present prices govern- 
ing tne markets. 

Beef steers received the worst jolt, 
showing a decline for the period of 50 
to 69 cents per1iJ9 on all medium to 
best kinds, while vearling grades sold 
at the longe end of the A grade 
of grassy light steers that sold under 
$4 did not decline over 25 cents on ac- 
count of the light Texas receipts, al- 
though the decline was occasioned by 
Sympathy with better classes.

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MANUFACTURES DIAMONDS 
BY ELECTRICITY, PARIS 
SCIENTIST NOW ASSERTS 


New Method of Crystallizing Car- 
bon by Slow Current and 
Acid. 


Nov. 16.—Science has perhaps 
soived the problem of makmg 
diamonds, if everything promised by a 
discovery, said to have been made by a 
hitherto unknown worker, Aristide Char- 
ette, who has presented a striking spec- 
to the Academy of Science, As a 
It is well Known that Moissan dis- 
covered way of making diminutive 
diamonds, searcely visible to the eye, 
but the process was so expensive that it

was not practical. 

Moissan produced diamchd dust by 
means of tremendous heat and sudden 
cooling, and immense pressure. The new 
process is quite different. 

Charette, who !s a chemist, displayed 
stones of a fairly good size to the mem- 
bers of the Academy of Science at their 
last meeting, and his method seems to 
be far simpler. He caused a very feeble 
electric currert to pass through liquid 
sulphate of carbon, mixed with some 
iron, and hermetically sealed in a vac- 
uum tube. He allowed the electricity to 
work for several days, and in this way 
the iron was transformed into sulphur, 
and the carbon crystallized slowly on 
the si@es of the glass tube, owing to 
the fact that it was unable to turn into 
carbon oxide or carbonic acid, for the 
want of oxygen. This crystallized car- 
bon is simply ligmond. 

M. Charette presented some tubes with 
the crystals inside to the menrtibers of 
the Academy, and they were found to 
have apparently all the hardness, luster 
and other qualities of the purest natural 
gems, as far as could be judged from 
their mere aspect.

As the ordinance 
has been passed providing for the rais- 
ing of the bridges at Twelfth and Four- 
teenth streets to permit the passing be- 
neath of the trains_in this district and 
the commissions appointed, it is now 
suggested that the Terminal plan may 
shortly be realized. 

The lack of terminal facilities causing 
the great congestion of railroad activ- 
ity in the Mill Creek Valley has caused 
the different railroads gradually to ac- 
quire more property and purchases have 
quietly been made during the past sev- 
eral years that has given the railroad 
companies practically control of the sev- 
eral. large tracts in this vicinity. It is 
reported that the Terminal is negotiat- 
ing with the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. for 
its block between Twelfth and Four 
teenth streets and for the property of 
the Levering Investment Co. at Twelfth 
street. 

The possibility of the purchase or 
condemnation of the property on Chou- 
teal avenue in the @istrict west of Sev- 
enth street incident to the approach of 
the new Chouteau avenue bridge is cre- 
ating activity in this district. The 
bridge will probably come to the sur- 
face near Ninth street, the tracks turn- 
ing northwestwardly at that point anée 
communicating with the Terminal and 
Missouri Pacific railroads at Fourteenth 


Lor Fifteenth street. 


The leasing by the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad for 99 years of the Frisco hold- 
ings at this point and the acquiring of 
the Thorn-Hunkins Cemet Co. works 
at Eighteenth street, and of several 
pieces to the east, suggests the possi- 
bility of this plan. 

The building up in the Cupples dis- 
trict and in the immediate vicinity has 
left very few Ikcts for warehouse pur- 
poses, but it is thought by the best 
posted operators that the district south 
of the railroad valley, as far south as 
Chouteau avenue, will probably be 
claimed for warehouses, as ground ts 
very reasonable fn‘ price and the hew 
railroad terminals which are sure 
come in this district make this the fu- 
ture warehouse and depot district of the 
elty.

That woman is Mrs. Harriet Leggett Giddings- 
Rappos, at one time a nurse in the United States 
Army Hospital Corps, and now the manager of 
her own farm and the maker of her own very 
comfortable and pleasant home. 

Mrs. Rappos is one of the few survivors of one 
of the most terrible railroad wrecks in history, 
and is todey an active and healthy woman despite 
the almos’ incredible tortures she has undergone 
and the long series of surgical operations which 
biought her back from certain death and for 
which, she says, she has had pay the large 
sum of $50,000. 

In the great Aden (Colo.) train wreck, when an 
entire passenger train crashed through a bridze 
and fell hundreds of feet into the canyon below, 
Mrs. Rappos says she fell through the window of 
her car end was saved from being crushed to

_death in the awful mass of wreckage and broken 


humapity at the bottom of the canyon by her 
hair catching on a tree that grew on the side of 
the canyon. She was taken away for dead and 
lay nearly a month in a semi-lifeless condition. 
Her skull was factured, the flesh of head and 
face was horribly torn by the weight of her bods 
when she hung from the trée by her hair, one arm 
was broken in nine places, and one leg in five 
places, her spine was bent but not broken, and 
she was cut and bruised beyond recognition. 


Doctors and Narses Gave Hair. 


She was determined not to die, however, and 
a-cording to Wer own statement of the case, the 
su gery which resulted so successfully was at- 


iempied ut her suggestion. Five prominent Amer-¢ 
fean surgeons performed the operations. 


The 
skin and hair necessary for replacing the parts 
destroyed were furnished by doctors and nurses 
interested in the case, and the series of operations 
Dy which Mrs. Rappos’ mangled body was patched 
up and made almost “as good as new” occupied 
1® months. Here is Mrs. Rappos’ own story: 

“t had just returned from the Philippines,” she 
said. “and was detailed to take the invalid wife 
of an army officer from San Francisco to her 
home in Dallas. Tex. Our car left San Francisco 
in time to be couvled to the train that went 
through the briange at Aden, Colo. Of course, 
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vou know ell about that awful wrec«. The engine 
and baggage car of our train got across the bridge 
ali right, but waen the heavy Pullmans ran on 
to it, the weight was too much, and it collapsed, 
carrying the Puilmans down with it. The engine 
and baggage car and the two Pullmans on the 
other bank were pulled into the canyon, and the 
whole train was piled up in one awful end indis- 
criminate heap. 


She Fell at Terrific Speed. 


| was in the next to the las. car on the train. 
When the crash came I was asleep in my berth 
and the awakening was very sudden. Feeling the 
car tipping over, my first impulse was to keep 
on top of it, and so, without fully realizing what 
I was doing, | tried to climb through the window. 
Ii falling, the car turned completely over side- 
wise, throwing my window on the under side, and 
before [ was more than half through the win- 
dow I found myself falling through what seemed 
an endlesss thicket of thorn bushes at a terrific 
rate of speed. [ was conscious of clutching wild- 
ly at the bushes as I fell, but they were too frail 
to stop my fall. Suddenly I did stop, however. 
and the stop seemed to tear my head from my 
shoulders. That is the last I remember until 21 
days later, when I awoke in a hospital in Pueblo. 
The rest I can only tell as it was told to me. 
“At the time of the accident I had on only my 
night clothes. My hair, which was very long 
and thick, was in two braids down my back. One 
of these had stopped my fall and saved my life. It 
caught in the branches of a small tree that was 
zrowing in the canyon, and being closely braided 
und very s'iong, it did not give way when the 
weight of my body depended from i: The 
tance and speed of my fall did cause ij to almos:

This is the only instance of absolutely success- 
ful brain grafting on record and was attempted 
with much reluctance on the part of the surgeons. 
Of course, the fact that my case was successful 
was due to my wonderful vitality and determina- 
tion to live, as well as to the great skill of the 
men who performed the extraordinary operation. 
The portion of brain removed is the sense center 
on the left side, and therefore my right eye is 
blind and I am totally deaf in my right ear.”’

“The broken ribs were fastened together with 
silver rivets,’ said Mrs. Rappos, “and my spinal 
column was put back into its right position ana 
held there by dozens of small silver wires. It is 
not quite steady even with that harness and I!

Hair Grew Out the Same Color. 


“Then the doctors began to restore my lost 
good looks. A great many pieces of skin were 
required, but even then more was offered than 
was needed. The whole left side of my face had 
to be filled out with new flesh and covered wi:h 
a new skin, and half of my scalp also had to be 
replaced. The nurses ait the hospital furnished 
the skin for my face and 42 doctors in Kansas 
City furnished the scaip. They each gave a piece 
of scalp a quarter of an inch square, and as thev

Metal Plate Covers Part of Head. 

“When these bones were put in place, the tis- 
sues did not heal as readily as they should have 
done, and it was found necessary to resort to 
sxin grafting, the reqnui-ed material being taken 
fiom other paris of my body. 

“f have a metal plate in my skull that covers 
half the top of my head. It is said to be the larg- 
est plate in the history of trephining and is three 
inches wide and five inches long. The plate hav- 
ing to be so large, several different metals and 
combinations of non-corrosive metals were tried 
before the right thing was discovered. The sur- 
zeons finally decided upon an alloy of silver and 
eluminum, and even that, light as it is, sometimes 
nearly drives me crazy. The plate is so large that 
it could not be held in place by screws, as most

S Mark Twain would say, this is the tale of 

a dog. 
His name was not Romeo, but “Jack.” 
Jack's bad luck did not come in piecemeal, as 
does Romeo’s, but came in a moment of catas- 
trophe; he was killed—shot for a sheep-killing 
dog—the worst ignominy that can befall a canine. 

The great sport among the farmers of Greene 
County is fox hunting. It is their hobby; they 
date events by fox hunts. 

But to get back to Jack. Jack was a foxhound 
owned by James G. Blades of Republic, Mo. 

Bat Jack has caused more trouble than any 
jog in “all the West. He has made three law- 
suits, put one hundred witnesses on the stand, 
and has made the trial expenses mount up to 
$1000. He has caused ill feelings in families, ar- 
. rayed neighbors against each other and made the 
citizesis of a whole county take sides. And still 
there was nothing remarkable about Jack. 

And what is more, the end is not in sight.

A woman who 
went with a friend to see the fat-reducing pro- 
cess practiced there, revealed the secrets of it. 

“It is horribly expensive and tedious,” she 
said. “My stout friend was disrobed and laid 
upon a table and smeared with a substance that 
looked like soft soap, but which smelled very 
agreeably. I was told it contained an acid which, 
when rubbed thoroughly into the pores, dissolved 
the fat, which could then be massaged out through 
the pores. It required four persons to give the 
treatment, and it was extremely violent and tire- 
some. One masseuse rubbed and kneaded the 
limbs and hips upon one side, another the limbs 
and hips upon the other, and the other two per- 
sons worked upon opposite sides of the upper 
parts of the body. When the soapy substance 
had been thoroughly rubbed in, my friend was 
perspiring at every pore. The four operators 
then bathed her with sponges dipped in hot suds. 

“When this had been done, she had not been 
finished: Not at all. Poor girl! The operators 
began all over again, and kept it up for an hour.”’ 

This treatment is very expensive, costing $5 
for each one. The manager of the place guaran- 
tees to reduce any woman to normal weight in 
a month if the treatments are talen daily. 

The boiling borax bath is quite popular among 
the fashionable women of Boston. One pound of 
borax to a tub of hot water is the recipe. The 
water must be as hot as the bather can endure. 
And it is amazing how hot a bath one can take! 
Water almost at the boiling point can be borne 
with practice. For the purposes of the borax bath 
the water should be as hot as it can be without 
scalding. This bath is taken every day. 

More heroic is the washing soda bath, which 
some radical members of the anti-fat society 
are taking in preference to the borax bath. It 
is more immediately effective upon the flesh, but 
it is said to give a rough skin.

The word “human,” as applied to Javert's face, 
calls for qualification.

his cheeks. When serious, Javert was a bulidog; 
when he laughed, he was a tiger. He had a small

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Maxim’s Prophecy May Come True, for Nikola Tesla 


‘ ZEN Sir Hiram 8S. Maxim, the distin- 
guished inventor and scientist, made his 
recent announcement to Peter Cooper 

Hewitt, that the next great achievement of sci- 

ence ‘would be the harnessing of the whole energy 


of Niagara and the sending of a message to Mars, 


he hit the nail, in the opinion of Nikola Tesla, 
squarely on the head. 

Mr: Tesla announces today. that with the co- 
operation of power-producing companies at Ni- 
agara Falls he is preparing to hail Mars with 
Niagara’s voice. A way has been found at last 
for transmitting a wireless message across the 
gulf, varying from 40,000,000 to 100,000,000 miles, 
which separates this earth from Mars. Once 
that has been accomplished and Mars, which is 
considerably older and supposedly more advanced 
in science than us, has acknowledged the receipt of 
our signal and sent back flash for flash, it will 
remain to devise an interplanetary code through 
the medium of which the scientists of this world 
and of Mars will be able to understand what each 
is saying to the other. 

Mr. Tesla has been quietly working for several 
years on a wireless power plant capable of trans- 
mitting 10,000 horsepower to any part of the 
world or to any of our neighboring planets, for 
that matter. The mere matter of distance be- 
tween dispatching and receiving points is abso- 
lutely no object whatever. Wireless power, Mr. 
Tesla says, may be sent one million or more miles 
just as easily as one mile. 

Several of the electric power companies with 
immense generating plants at Niagara Falls have 
agreed to co-operate with Mr. Tesla in an effort 


Prof. David Todd. 
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to reach Mars by wirelesss. Their co-operation is 
only natural, in view of the fact that these com- 
panies are now using Mr. Tesla’s system in trans- 
mitting power from Niagara to many points in 
various parts of New York State. 

The Niagara power plants, Mr. Tesla declares, 
are now capable of producing electrical vibrations 
of such intensity that, if measured according to 
ordinary standards, the rate at which their energy 
is delivered could readily be advanced to a billion 
horsepower. But no such performance is neces- 
sary to produce strong electrical impulses on 
Mars. Mr. Tesla has estimated that a rate of 
a few hundred million horsepower is quite suf- 
fiicient to establish wireless communication with 
that planet. 

Mr. Tesla’s wireless plant, which he has already 
equipped at Wardenclyffe, L. IL, for the sending 
of long-distance electric waves, will enable him to 
attain a rate of 800,000,000 horsepower—much 
more than is necessary to bridge the gulf of from 
40,000,000 to 100,000,000 miles between this earth 
and Mars. 

Now, it was explained by Mr. Tesla, if his 
magnifying wireless transmitter and correspond- 
ing receiver, or a somewhat similar apparatus, 
were installed on Mars it would be a very simple 
matter for the Martians to receive wireless flashes 
from the earth and to send us others in reply. 
And in sending messages to this earth the Mar- 
tians would: not need to use more than one- 
sixteenth the electrical energy needed to send 
flashes from the earth to Mars. 

Probably the best explanation of why this 
should be so is found in an article which Mr. Tes- 
la recently prepared for a technical magazine. 

“Tt should be borne in mind,” he wrote, “that 
many Martian tasks in mechanical engineering 
are much easier than the terrestrial, on account 
of the smaller mass of the planet and lesser den- 
sity, which, in the superficial layers, may be con- 
siderably below the mean. To a still greater de- 
gree this is true of electrical engineering. Tak- 
ing into account the space encompassed by Mars, 
a system of wireless transmission of energy, such 
as I have perfected, would be there much more 
advantageously applied, for, under similar condi- 
tions, a receiving circuit would collect 16 times as 
much energy as on the earth. 

“The astonishing evidences furnished by Lowell 
are not only indicative of organic life, but they 
make it appear very probable that Mars is still 
populated and, furthermore, its inhabitants are 
highly developed, intelligent beings.” 

“Ig there any other proof of such existence?’ 

“] answer, emphatically, ves, prompted both by 
an instinct, whict has never yet deceived me, 
and observation. I refer to the strange electrical 
disturbances, the discovery of which I announced 
six years ago.

* that very conservative astronomer, Prof. David 


Pp.’ Todd of Amherst, that there is something like 
human life on Mars, may be. taken as authorita- 
tive and conclusive. During six wecks’ observa- 
tion this spring with a specially constructed pho- 
tographic telescope set up in the Andes Moun- 
tains, in Northern Chili, Prof. Todd took more 
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than 7000 remarkable photographs of Mars. 

These pictures constitute a complete series of 
surface photographs of Mars, from Pole to Pole, 
from side to side, the enlarger:ents of which will 
enable a new sphere to be made. To this sphere 
the lines and cross lines of the planet will be at- 
tached in raised edges, so that in three months’ 
time we shall have an entirely new and most 
complete globe of the planet. 

“Of course, the difficulty heretofore has been 
to trust the observations of the naked eye 
through the telescope,” said Prof. Todd. “Prof. 
Lowell has made photographs of Mars, but the 
aerial and atmuspheric conditions at Flagstaff 
have not been so advantageous as to secure so 
thorough an examination as the one we have 
just made. ° 

‘During the six weeks that we observed Mars 
the planet exposed its spherical surface complete- 
ly, and although I base my conclusions that there 
is something like human intelligence at work 
up there purely upon inferential indications, I was 
much impressed with the possibility. 

“The only available method for some time of 
seeing the map of Mars was by observing, with 
the naked eyes through a powerful celestial tele- 
scope the line upen the surface of the planet. 
These lines, of course, we inferred, represented 
water, or rocks or desert. We have been able, by 
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calculations, to measure the length and distance 
of these lines, but frequently the*astronomer, ob- 
serving in this - ay, was in doubt as to whether 
the line he saw was really a line or an optical il- 
lusion, and on this account his chart, which he 
marked according to his observation, was not 
always convincing. These lines were, some of 
them, representative of 500 miles, some of them 
running as great a distance as 2500 miles, ac- 
cording to calculations. 

“Among the six or seven thousand photographs, 
however, which I was fortunate enough to ob- 
tain, there is no illusive line, no questionable dot. 
What the camera saw is there, and what these 
pictures will reveal when they have been careful- 
ly examined I am sure will add a great deal to our 
knowledge of Mars.”’

What the Martians Might Say in Reply to Us

OR every single perplexity of interpretation 
we encounter in our study of the surface 
workings of Mars the Martian would en- 

counter a dozen perplexities in interpreting the 
various features on the surface of the earth. What 
must be the Martian interpretation of the sur- 
face features of this world? It is a perfectly fair 
inquiry, for by such means we may appreciate 
the attitude of some of our interpreters of Mars. 

In examining the earth, then, as we have ex- 
amined Mars, the Martian would find large yellow 
and reddish areas, extensive greenish areas, and, 
besides large regions of varying shade of blue, 
possibly occupying three-fourths of the earth’s 
surface. The yellow areas he would interpret ag 
desert land; the greenish areas he might consider 
vegetation, but what would he make out of the 
larger regions of blue? This would certainly puz- 
zle him, because, unfamiliar with oceans, he could 
not believe that such vast tracts could really be 
water. He would easily interpret the Polar snow 
caps and the waters at their edges, but the oceans 
would be impossible to solve. They form the 
basis for one of the first questions the Martian 
would ask us in seeking information about the 
earth. 

The suggestion by some audacious Martian in- 
terpreter that this vast area was water would be 
answered by showing that these so-called bodies 
of water bordered vast tracts of sandy deserts, 
with no canals running into them for irrigation 
or navigation purposes. Even the Polar snow 
caps would be doubted, because they would seem 
to extend far down into temperate latitudes, 
and on their recedence in summer there would 
be seen no dark bordering seas as the result of 
their melting. The vegetation, instead of unfold- 
ing at the North and gradually extending south- 
ward, would unfold in a contrary direction, ap- 
pearing first in south temperate latitudes and de- 
veloping northward. 

Tbe perennial character of the vegetation in the 
tropics would also be a puzzle requiring much 
explanation from us. Even if the Martian recog- 
nized oases in the deserts of America and Africa, 
the result of artesian wells or springs, he could 
not believe them to be vegetation, for he would 
detect no irrigating canals running into them.

He would come to the conclusion that no creature 
could possibly exist on the earth, as the tremen- 
dous force of gravitation, with great atmospheric 
pressure, would forbid the existence of any or- 
ganic forms. 

The immense clouds veiling the surface of the 
earth must, in the probable opinion ofethe Mar- 
‘ian, at times suffer condensation, and the impact 
of the rain drops would, from their velocity and 
weight, smash everything in the way of life. Life 
would apparently exist only in forms supported 
by appendages, with legs of iron to support their 
weight and turtle-like crust, to be impervious to 
rain drops; and this would be contrary to all 
Martian analogy. 

In fact, the only feature of this earth outside 
the Polar snow caps that he would instantly 
recognize would be the great ice cap of the 
Himalayas, India, that vast region extending from 
latitude 35 nearly to the Equator, with its great 
plains and sterile regions, overpowering heat and 
dense population, depending for the sustenance of 
its many millions on the thousands of miles of 
irrigating canals, fed from the melting snow caps 
of the Himalayas. 

If Mars is an older sphere, we trust it has out- 
grown the superstitions which still hamper man 
in his interpretation of the inexorable phenomena 
of nature.
